Santa Rosa.—Earl B. Shaw, son of 
Leslie M. Shaw, Secretary of the 
Treasury during the administration 
of President Theodore Roosevelt, has 
filed a divorce action in the Sonoma 
county superior court against his wife, 
Mrs. Muriel R. Shaw, in which he 
makes sensational charges of cruelty. 

News of the filing of the divorce 
suit caused surprise in Sonoma county 
society. ‘The Shaws have been resi- 
dents of this county for several years 
and lived on the $49,000 fruit ranch 
purchased by the former Secretary 
of the Treasury six or seven years 
ago. 

“The complaint recites that the 
Shaws were married in Baltimore, 
Md., on’ January 8, 1913. 

Shaw alleges in the complaint that 

Mrs. Shaw possesses a high and uncon- 
trollable temper and adopted a course 
of conduct toward him which greatly 
humiliated him in the presence of his 
friends and neighbors.

Sacramento.—Registration in Cali- 
fornia for the August primary election 
broke all records of the State, accord- 
ing to announcement by Secretary of 
State Frank C. Jordan, who gave the 
total figure as 1,452,298. Th registra- 
tion” is overwhelmingly Republican. 
No county in the State is Democratic. 

Of the increase of 199,662 over the 
1920 primary registration, 147,196 was 
gained by the Republicans. The Re- 
publicans have a registration for the 
August primary of 927,046; Democrats, 
305,658; Socialists, 22,511; Prohibition- 
ists, 21,260. Those who declined to 
state their party affiliation numbered 
172,799, and scattering Tegistration 
totaled 3019. 1 ‘ 

The largest registration is shown in 
Los Angeles county, the county’s total 
being 429,301. San Francisco is sec- 
ond, with a registration of 194,890, as 
compared to 199,057 .for the 1920 pri- 
mary. Alameda county is third, with a 
total of 155,558. Alpine county

BOY SCOUTS NUMBER 432,013 
It has just been officially announced 
that the gain in boy scouts during the 
past full year has -been 18,544 This 
makes the present total of boy scouts 
482,013, the high water mark in the 
history of scouting. The nymber of 
scout officials in the country today is 
127,586, making a grand totak of 559,- 
599 scouts and scout officials. 

These figures were given out in a 
report of the chief scout executive at 
a meeting of the executive board of 
the national council of the Boy Scouts 
of America, which was held a short 
time-ago. ‘This was the last meeting 
of the: executive board until fall. . 

Other figures showing a great con- 
stant increasing Interest in scouting, 
the country over, are that during the 
past five months of this year a total 
of 57,000 merit badges were obtained 
by scouts as compared with 40,786 for 
the same period last year, or a gain 
ef 41 per cent. The merit badges are 
the awards of merit°that a scout at- 
tains after he goes on up the ladder 
from a first class scout. Five hundred 
end sixty-seven boys -have qualified as 
eagle scouts, as compared with 329 
during the same period of last year. 
Eagle scout’ répresents the highest 
Standard of scouting that a boy can 
attain. 

All of the above figures are very 
significant. of the onward march of the 
largest movement for boys in, {the 
world that hus to-do with character 
building and citizenship training.

It means “bringing victory” and 
is one of the many names derived 
from the Greek “nike,” signifying yic- 
tory. Nike was the goddess of vic 
tory and named the images which 
adorned the prows of the warships of 
Greeca The famous Winged Victory 
is the largest of the Nikes. 

Feminine names ending in “nike” 
were very popular with the Greeks. 
Berenike was used in early times in 
Macedonia and was sometimes spelled 
Pherenlke. The princesses of the two 
Greek kingdoms of Syria and Egypt 
favored Berenike and there are in- 
numerable instances of its use by 
them In early Greek history. 

It was from these royal patrons 
Bernice came to be adopted by the 
family of Herod. The name occurs 
frequently in the history of Chris- 
tlanity and it was borne by that 
Bernice who heard the defense of St. 
Paul. 

France liked the name, though it 
seems to lack all trace of French in- 
fluence. The peasants of Normandy 
created Berenice and bestowed it ‘upon 
their daughters. The French Vero- 
nique and the English Veronica are 
said to be corrupt forms of the name, 
but much doubt is cast upon such a 
contention.

1S THE SKY BLUE 


A FTER astronomers and scientists 

of various kinds had puzzled over 
this apparently simple question for 
many hundreds of years, Prof. John 
Tyndall, a famous scholar of the last 
century, solved the mystery with the 
following explanation: 


orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo ‘and 
violet, The sky, which is really the 


air which surrounds the earth, is filled | | 


with myriads of tiny specks or par- 
ticles of noritter which.absorb some 
of the colors in the rays of sunlight 
and reflect others—forming the com- 
bination which we have come to know 
as “sky blue.” The variations in 
shade of this blue is due to the fact 
that the atmosphere is filled with dif. 
ferent densities of these dust-particles 
at different times and also to the vary- 
ing angles at which the sunlight 
strikes upon them. After a rain, how- 
ever, the air is washed comparatively 
clear and Ye sky then appears at Its 
true blue’which we are accustomed 
to associate with it. If one could 
penetrate outside the shell of air which 
surrounds the earth, the “sky,” instead 
of being blue, would appear to be pure 
white because there would be nothing 
to impede the direct rays of the 
sunlight.
